Hermes Nye, former official with 
Whittles Xiiisic, Dallas. anlHiQw a 
pradifiti^ attorney and legal coun- 
sel of the Texas Record Dealers' 
Association, told The Billboard that 
the bill was introduced recenlly by 
Representative OUver. The bill cov- 
ers both records sold to consumers 
and records sold to juke box oper- 
ators specifically in its provisions. 
N\e said that the bill is one of a 
tiuniljcr of bills before State legis- 
lators which seeks to increase the 
Stale's tax cnflers. 

If the bill were passed, Texas 
would become the first State to 
CDOfit t bin to ipedBeally tax rec- 
ords on A State level. Nye said, 
too, that it probably would present 
anoilier burden to the independent 
record dealer, in that ihe record 
chil>s would probably not fall into 
the category because they are 
probably in the inter-state sales 
categoiy and tiieRfoi«,rtum-taxable 
on a State levftl.

The Varmer study notes that 
courts have ruled music used as an 
adjunct to restaurant or hotel busi- 
ness ii "for profit" or it would not 
b© used. Several bills were intro- 
duced in the last session of Con- 
gress, to exempt small hotels and 
similar outlets from special licens- 
ing for music by radio or wired 
»er\ice. None received committee 
action. 

Alternatives to the present law 
suggested by Varmer are (for mu- 
sic): Should a revised law 1. Keep 
the "for profit" limilation on public 
performance in its present form; 2. 
Drop the "for profit ' and list specif- 
ic exemptions; 3. Combine the "for 
profit" with additional exceptions; 
4. Drop the "for profit" anti leave 
<Hily "public performance" as cri- 
teria for incurring performance ro\- 
alty? 

Leave It As It Is 

To all suggestions, panelists dis- 
cussing musical works, return a ' 
firm "Leave it as is." 

However, if exemptions are pro- 
vided, the study suggests these cri- 
teria: should they be based on the 
way the performance is given, as 
by reception of broadcast or play- 
ing of recorded music (this would 
get the hotel-restaurant vote); 
should the exemptions be based on 
the "kind of organization" holding 
the performance (cburdi, school, 
etc?.); based on the "purpose" of 
the perfonnance (charitable, et al.); 
or on special conditions such as 
profits to go to charity, no admis- 
sion fee, etc.? 

About public protection, counsel 
for the Ainerican Guild of Authors 
and Composers (formerly Songw rit- 
ers Protective Association), Shul- 
man, says: "The courts, in my 
judgment, have construed the pres- 
ent statute in a fashion which 
makes a valid adjustment betvxeen 
the public interest and private 
ri^ts. That delicate balance 
should not be disturbed." 

LargeJy in agreement are Walter 
Derenbcrg, presidenet of the Copy- 
right Society of the U. S. A., and 
professor at New York University; 
Harry Henn, author of an earlier 
study on Compulsory Licensing 
(The Billboard, October 14. 1957), 
associate professor of law at Cor- 
nell, and Melville B. Nimmer, 
counsel for Writers' Guild of 
America, West.

It's no secrat 
that many soncs have been written having to do with activiti«a 
surrounding school life. .\nd it's probably just as true that many 
of the current crop of artists in the [lop derby are now* attending 
high school. 

One of these is young Linda Laurie, who has become a 
disk star on Glory llecords. Miss Laurie is now leading tha 
double life of senior ut New York's Abraham Lincoln High 
Scbo<il and maker of the hit disk "Ambrose (Part Five)." 
You'll recall that the record details a walk thru the subway 
with the voices of the girl and the rough, guttural Ambrose, 
who sa>'s rcpciledly. '"Just Keep W'alkiu'," both taken by 
Linda Laurie, herself. 

''Il was just a part) routine I used to do to amuse my friends,* 
she tokl us. "W'e plaved around with the idea of making sonM 
records of the routine and made a few tapes. I guess that was tlw 
start ot it all," she told ns As nu'ght be expc-cted, there is now ft 
follownp disk. This is called. "Eorcver Ambrose." and here Anibros* 
(in the person of Miss Laurie) sings as well as talks. There is also 
an Aml>rose t\pe album in the works. Who can guess what kind 
of national Ambrose obsession this all may lead to? It may bring 
oti Ambrose dolls and pupiM*ts. costumes and maybe little whistlft 
t\pr gadgets that say in gruff loiu's, "Just keep niovin'," when yoo 
blow (in them. There is reall) no telling v\hat a hit record may 
produce in the way of offshoots. 

Am-xvay. yonng Miss Laurie pjans lo spend her record 
earnings wisely. She'll enter college at New York University, 
next fall. "Somcda> I hope to be* a dramatic actress," she 
added. Speaking of the drama, Phil Rose, who heads up 
the Ghm label, on which Linda Laurie's hit emerged, bat 
lu't the big time in the field of die legitimate drama. Rosa 
is the producer and the man behind the current straight 
drama smash. "Kaisin in the Sun." Tlie play hiis licea 
universally acctnimed and Rose has just negotiated for a 
motion picture version. 

Cettiug back to the scIkm)! scene f(tr a moment, it's fitting t9 
point out three new records, all oriented to the cia.ssroom kick, 
LinrenlK, tliere is "Late, Late. Late to School," bj Johnny Sard* 
on Warner Brothers Records. The Martels on Nasco. have com* 
thru with "Teacher, Don't Keep Me In." and Frankic I^ren oa 
Mercnn, lias "Soon the School Year Will Be 0\ tr." Tlie latter 
can be expected to lead, in a month or so. to quite a rxsh of 
"scliool's out," "vacation's on" types of records to can> their timely 
messages to the teen-agers. 

Oil another phase of the pup record scene, what might 
be called the *'T\' Jazz" influence is appearing to hava 
increasing sway. "Peter Cuiin." has, of course, been a 
smash piece of mercliandise in both the singles and album 
field. In singles, this has already been noted as one of 
sc\eral aspects of the gnnving pupularit}- of jau material 
in the pop field. "Peter Cuun" has also apparently been 
the inspiration for other T\" background theme records ol a 
jazz character. Noted this week were several disks. Peta 
Kugolo and band turned in a coupling of "Richard Diamond 
Theme" and "Thin Man Theme." on Mercury while a bast 
IronihoiiisI who calls himself simply. Mr. Robcrs, has a 
single of "The Texan Theme." another jazzy, brassy bit of 
T\' theme matter. 

A host of the press, deejay and recording fraternity turned out 
to tip hats to Benny Goodman at Xew York's 21 Club, We<lnesday 
(8*. The occasion was all part of the elaborate build-up planned 
by CBS and Tiniev for the Goodman "Swing into Spring." show 
on the network Fridav (I0\ The affair also constitiiteil an observ- 
ance of Goodman's 2jlh year as a bandleader. Goodman alumni 
to be reunitetl with the maestro on the show^ were Peggy Lea 
and Lionel Hampton. 

A recent panel discussion on W\TA-TV in Newark 
brought together such emtncnl figures in the music world at 
Oavid Susskind, George Marek, Virgil Thompson, Roberta 
Peters, Erich Leinsdorf and Isaac Stem. For a time, it 
seemed as tho all voices were chiming in at once, creating 
a kind of oii-tlic-air chaos. But when the subject of rock 
and roll was discussed b> these authorities, such phrases 
as musical abortion" and "artistic blasphemy" rang out 
cleariy.

Trade-in Recorders 



ST. LOUIS — The audio or rec- 
ord dealer who is loth to take 
trade-ins on tape recorders and 
phonographs for fear he will have 
difficulty in disposing of them can 
find the ideal solution in a unique 
plan worked out by Mort Singer 
of Schweig-Engel Company, here. 

SchweiR-Engel, located in mid- 
town St. Louis, is one of the city's 
oldest dealers in TV, radios, high 
fidelity phonographs, tape record- 
ers, and associated etjnipmen*. 
During its whole merthandising 
history, tlie firm has made it a 
policy to accept trade-ins on every 
item it sells, which is an important 
step forward in building sale* 
volume for them. 

Selling a consistently heavy vol- 
ume of tape recorders in all price 
brackets, Sintier steadily lakes in 
an average of eiijhl trade-ins for 
10 new recorders sold. w iiU allow- 
ance ranging anywhere from $25 
to $50 on the purchase. Usually, 
Schweig-Engcl sells (hem off at a 
low price which represents the 
trade-in allowance i-his whate\er 
repairs, replacement parts, new 
tubes, etc., nave been a Ided by the 
firm's well-equipped service de- : 
partment. Consequently, there are 
always recorders available below 
the $50 price range. 

Time Payments Needed 
Surprisingly. Schweig-Eugel sells 
most of its trade-in recorder vol- 
ume to what would definitely be 
classified as the "underprivileged 
class." There are simple reasons 
for this, he points oul. One uf tlicm 
is that most people who have a 
serious desire to own a tape re- 
corder and plan to use it lor re- 
cording music, for business, etc., 
are highly dubious over the pur- 
chase of a well-worn, used ma- 
chine and will nsnally elect to 
either take advanlnRc of a time 
payment plan to buy a better price 
or moderately priced new machine, 
or dig up the cash somehow. On 
the other hand, :vs Schweig-Engel 
points out, the low-income working 
class is accustomed to buying used 
merchandise, and as a rule such 
customers show little resistance to 
the fact that the machine has seen 
long service with someone else, so 
long as repairs are made and they 
are guaranteed. Here, tlie diffi- 
culty has always been (hat many 
working people find it difficult to

Cash Drawback 

"\Ve found out sometime ago 
that this inability to pay casli was 
the only drawback where telling 
low price trade-in recortleri and 
phonographs w a i concerned," 
Singer said. **Ob\iously. t*^ lolu- 
tion was to make it possible for 
I>eopIe in lower income, working 
classes to buy such trade-ins as 
televisions, tape recorders, phono- 
grabs, etc., on time payments." 

A little difficulty existed, of 
course, however, in the fact that 
few commercial firms, banks, etc., 
care to write up a contract which 
involves only $25 to $.50. and in 
which the collateral is a low 
priced, used machine. Unable to 
carry all of the "paper" on his ow n 
shoulders. Singer decided that all 
he needed to do was find a financ- 
ing orgaitizalion which would un- 
derwrite such low-unit-price sales. 

Scouting around to all avenues, 
Schweig-Engel eventually came up 
with the ajis«er in a credit guaran- 
teeing firm which was accustomed 
to financing purchases of automo- 
bile accessories and home furnish- 
ings, agre<ed to set up such similar 
lime payment convenience for cus- 
tomers wanting to buy a $25 
phonograph, for example, and to 
pay for it over the space of any- 
where from one to six months. For 
this, a 7 per tent interest rate

CHATTANOOGA — Taking de- 
cisive iteps to cut down on "profH 
I leaks" in department store record 
merchandising has functioned lo 
efficiently at Loveman'i here, that 
the store is averaging a volume of 
$70,000 per \ear from a apace of 
less than 30x4.5 feet. 

A $70,000 per year volume isn't 
spectacular RoIIie Curtis, depart- 
ment manager, agrees. What ii 
spectacular, however, is that by 
using prac tical methods of combat- 
ting e.xpensive "profit leaks" which 
cut into mark-up, Loveman's have 
been able to maintain a full-list 
profit un eveiy dollar in the volume 
figures for the pa.st two years. 

"We sell entirely at list prices," 
Mr. Curtis said. "With the excep- 
tion, of course, of promotion mer- 
cliandise which conies along every 
now and then, and rare clearances 
to do awiiy with tag ends in the 
inventory." 

Mishandling Problem 
Tliis pleasant situation had its | 
beginning when Mr. Curtis, some i 
two \ears ago, made a survey of I 
untoward influences which tend to 
detract from what he considers a 
fair mark-up figure. Looking at the 
department from the viewpoint of 
the customer, he "went thru the 
motions " of shopping for each vari- 
ety of record, made use of the 
I facil ities. visualized the tempta- 
tions and opportunities which came 
along where heavy theft was con- 
cerned, and in this way formed a 
clear picture of potential improve- 
ments possible. The analysis turned 
up several outstanding points, 
among which were, first, that the 
prime source of loss was scratch 
and other damage to long play 
albums when carelessly handled by 
the customers, second, there was 
too much petty theft where 45 
r.p.in. single-play records were be- 
ing sampled, and that too much 
self-service tended to cut the ulti- 
mate of salesmanship entirely out 
of everyday operation. 

.Ml of these problems have been 
met by a series of physical and 
policy changes which ensued im- 
mediately thereafter, and which 
led to as smoothly operating a rec- 
ord department as can be found in 
any retail situation. 

Self-Senice Solution 
First, it was found that long-play 
records, particularly those in al- 
bums were not receiving enough 
attention since ser\'ice display was 
not up to scale. Thi.s condition was 
; rectified by setting up a large, open 
fi.xture, fur from the counter in 
the department, which displays 
around 75 per cent of the albums 
w here the customer can pick them 
up and "ser\ e himself" as he likes. 
Only slower-moving, less likely to 
be called for albums are withheld 
from self-service. Now, it is entirely 
unnecessary for a customer to call 
for a salesperson assistance in lo- 
cating an album and because of 
tin's cou\ enience, many more al- 
bums are closely examined by ciis- 
tomers which, naturally, means 
more sales. 

"Self- service" stops with the ini- 
tial choice of the album, however, 
since, as described above, damage 
to expcusi\e records was one of the 
primar\' sources of loss. Where the 
customer wants to hear the record 
before tn.iking up his mind. Love- 
man's has installed a pla\er phono- 
graph directly beneath the counter, 
protected against record damage. : 
Taking the albtmi out of the cus- 
tomer's hand, the salesperson indi- ; 
cites a separate listening booth ' 
maintained for album customers 
and invites the customer to relax i 
at that point, while the record is 
pla) cd for him. Since the customer

Fighting Theft

only by major physical changef. la 
studying the loss figures, K waj 
obvious that thefts occurred 
cause the Loveman'i record depart- 
ment has maintained a terlei ol 
four listening booths, all with 
tightly closing doors, some distance 
from the service counter, along the 
rear wall. 

Here, choosing 45 r.p.m. recordt 
from self-ser\'icc racks, the "cus- 
tomer" could simply take a hand 
full of records into the listening 
booth, put several of them into a 
handbag, under a sw eater, or other- 
wise conceal them out of sight, to 
represent a dead loss to the itore. 
The only logical solution lay in not 
'only relocating the listening booth 
to a point directly opposite of the 
service counter, where whichever 
salesperson was on duty could keep 
a close eye on the booth during 
the whole time each was occupied, 
but likewise removing the doon ai 
well. 

By doing just this. T.oveman'f 
made a large inxestntent in terms 
of time and expense, but since few 
people have the t< nierity of pocket- 
ing records within lull view of store 
personnel this "leakage" has been 
stopped. Incidental to the reloca- 
tion of the booth was Mr. Curtis' 
decision to take all 45 r.p.m. rec- 
ords off of self-service display, and 
to hand them out instead, over the 
counter, one at a tiun* to the cus- 
tomer. A catalog pricing s>stem 
with a deparlmeiil munlwr for each 
record has made this possible and 
has at the same time heliwd the 
department lo control its 45 r.p.m. 
buying policies more ai turately. 
Cater to .Mbum Buyers 

In connection willi the booth 
program, it nii^ht be well to men- 
tion that Loveman's "have bent 
over backwards" to please the al- 
bum customer, buying better-price 
albums, just as it has switched 45 
r.p.m. methods to discourage thcH 
and carelessness. A new booth, 
completely glassed In and con- 
nected with the ai'i r.p.m. 
browser bdiind the counter, hai 
been provided for the album ciu- 
tomer, with a (.omfortable couch, 
a relaxing wing chair, smoking 
stand and other featxires providing 
a select listening atmosphere. 
Forty-five r.p.m. customers on the 
other hand stand up in the "fuHy 
exposed" listening booth opposite 
the com>ter.

Publishers were known to be 
hailing the decision rendered by 
the Appeals Court.

On the credit side, it was ap- 
parent that many manufacturers 
did regard the occasion as an op- 
portunity to solidify their distrib 
relations. Labels like Epic and 
Somerset did hold sessions; the 
newly - organized Rank Record 
Company of .\mcricii lined up its 
distrib tet-up, and many manufac- 
turers and distribs had informal 
talks. 

Many tnantifacturers e.\pressed 
conceni over singles sales, altho 
some noted that they were making 
money in singles nevertheless. Of 
concern also to many was so-called 
overproduction in botli singles and 
album categories— making it diffi- 
cult for distribs to give proper at- 
tention to manvjines.

NEW YORK — This year's edi- 
tion of Riiigling Bros.' and R.iriiiim 
& Bailey Circus is big, lavish, tal- 
ent-laden, rapid and eye-filling. 
The "Greatest Show on Earth" is 
still a justifiably flaunted slogan. 
But while the sho«'s virtues are 
undeniable, it falls short oi being 
the greatest to have toured under 
the Ringling banner. It is a heap 
big assemblage of talent which 
sometimes, just at times, attains 
brilliance. 

A glance at any printed program 
fails to show this one's real Iiigli 
spots, which are, after all, one iier- 
son's opinion. But how. on paiier. 
can a program create the thrill o( 
an arena-circling cartwheeling 
Arab tumbler? Or three simul- 
taneous forwards in three rings? 
Or a fast, hilarious dog act cliin.u? 
Or 51 planges by a blond aerial- 
ist? Or a determined, seemingly 
fearless high-wire routine? 

Thru these and other moments 
the current edition rolls trium- 
phantly. Thru others, unfortunately, 
it moves somewhat slower, and it 
cannot help appearing that these 
lapses are caused by the very iin- 
mensit)' that has so long been the 
Ringling trademark. Five-act dis- 
plays, for example, are adhered to 
despite the impossibility of appre- 
ciating all three rings and two 
stages. What is dazzlinc can also 
become dizzs'ing. esiiecially for 
children. Pie-opening hilarity is 
still worked up smoothly by Otto 
Griebling with his coine-oii antics. 
Tlie overture follows, as I//y Or- 
vone leads the 25-piete band thru 
John Ringling North's 'Children 
of .\II Ages" theme song, with an- 
nouncer-vocalist George .Michel 
spotlighted. Michel has a strong, 
tiio somewhat \'oung, voice that is 
improving but does not express 
authority at this stage. As for the 
circus music, it is a collection of 
popular songs to the exclusion of 
familiar big lop galops and other 
choices. One concession to theat- 
rical sanity this year is the elimi- 
nation of stringed instalments from 
the band. North, however, is con- 
tinuing on his anti-circus music 
tack, and nothing written here or 
elsewhere is going to prompt any 
changes in 1959. Children of all 
ages will have to settle for eye ap- 
peal this year; the band. Incident- 
al!/, is competently manned and 



directed. The do-it-yourself mmlo 
fails to hit the mark.

Herschell big ride, offering i 
similar sensation hut somewhat dif- 
ferent structurally than the Fly- 
ing Coaster. The Nloiisc, which has 
been well received by the public 
and industry alike, is now offered 
by Ben Scliiff, Herschell and 
Miler. 

What many obserxers fail to rea- 
lize is that virtually any speed can 
be obtained in the construction of 
thrill-type devices and, in fact, th» 
designers have to restrain them- 
selves for safety's sake. The human 
body can withstand just so much 
agitation, pressure and thrill, and 
the level most sought is the one 
that imparts a feeling of pleasure 
as well as thrill. At an extreme 
sensation of thrill, a ride patron's 
pleasure is actually very low, and 
the lowering of one bar is con- 
stant with the raising of the other, 
until there is an area most satis- 
factory to the patron. The ride 
taking advantage of this area it 
usually the most commercial, pull- 
ing the most ride customers. Soma 
thrills are more illusionary than 
physical. The violently dipping and 
turning of Roller Coaster tracks is 
an example, for it Is rare for « 
Coaster to depart from the 3.5-.50 
m.p.h. speed range, altho the track 
layout creates an illusion of 
whistling .speed. 

William F. Mangels, former 
historian and inventor in the ride 
field, likes to point out that old 
things return. That being the case 
—and there is some evidence to 
support the bclief-the most popu. 
lar new developments in the in- 
du.stry in the year 20.59 might 
verv' well be tlie 5t.\ndard devices 
of today, and the old wood-and- 
coal-buniing train replicas might 
be on another go-round of popu- 
laritv.

SUN'MCIIT by far o\-envlielms 
the clouds Jn any anal>sis of| 
rtie park and carnival ride hiisiness 
tliis year. On the manufactviring 
end come reports of generally good 
business; operators, too, are en- 
cotiragen. with no indications that 
jjrosses this >ear will dip below 
tlinse of 19^8, a satisfactory sea- 
inn for most people in ihe business 
of running fun rides for the 
populace. 

Opprator spending is the best 
weather \ane for the inannfaclur- 1 
Jilt; fraternit\'. Among those re- 
ijionding to The Billboard*, annual- 
turvpy of manufacturers, the pre-^ 
riMfiiinant note is one of cheer: 
"flood. \>rv cnnd. Better. At least 
as "ood as 1958." 

Several reasons are advanced 
for these projections, all of them 
walcrti^jiit in the minds of ride 
men. Tliev point, for example, to a 
prnlnnijcd S]>er of unfavorable 
vrMlIier that [ lagued both perma- 
Ticitt and transient Operations in 
some sections of the nation last 
y .".1 r. I n add it ion there wa s also 
w i'V-iurcad recession talk which un- 
douhtediv bad an adverse effect 
on spending; not as drastic, but 



miully similar, to the noHo scares 
of recent \ears which also in- 
fiibited the nation'j amusement- 
spending habits, 

Labor^ Nfaterlals R!s0 

Wages, of course, continuo to 
spiral. pro\iding more spending 
money for the popnhition, but un- 
fortunately contributing to the 
aforementioned cloud on the 
hori/on. A sampling of manufac- 
tniers shows that more than half 
of the respodents— 18 firms— have 
had to increase prices since 19.^8. 
some of them as much as 10 per 
cent. While the survey itself is 
more comprehensive (ban ever be- 
fore with 44 companies listed, 63 
per cent more than last year, and 
while the concensus is definitely 
encouraging for both providers and 
operators, the specter of another 
price rise is inescapable. 

Domestic labor costs continue to 
rise, and so does the price of that 
vital ingredient, steel. The compli- 
cations of labor loom h.rge in all 
industries, and the ride business is 
certainly no exception, so it is on 
this note that the traditional opti- 
nn'slic outlook must be tempered,

"Do you think the ride lndustr\' 
should encourage warm- weather 
■hopping for devices, rather than 
emphasize winter buying?" | 

The question almve produced 
some of the more vAried comments' 
from manufacturers. There was no, 
general agreemetit. and none could 
nave been predicted, but the 
response was ^ igorous. A couple of 
fimis stressed the inability of most 
operators to tear themselves away 
from snnnner business for any 
demonstrations of eouipmeiit. Also 
cited wa.s the difficulty of schedul-! 
ing outlays for purchasing before 
the season's gross is in, andthe dis- 
tractions of operation, which deter ■ 
restful, logical thinking about I 
spending. 

Year-Long Shopping 

More than half the companies 
producing rides favor year-round 
shopping, rather than a concen- j 
trated flurry of acli\ity in the 
winter. 

"( think it is vitally necessary 
that our industry develop a year- 
round production .•ichedule,'* said 
one. "We can not maintain large 
factory overhead and keep it 
working on a few weeks of rush 
orders In the spring. Summer 
shopping and buying would help 
us very much." 

Another correspondent, repre- 
senting a mafor organization, re- 
ports; "We are producing more 
theme rides for large parks. Such 
themes rerpn're extraordinary engi- 
neering and architectural skills ' 
which are in limited supply in the [ 
present economy. We cannot stress ' 
too much Ihe necessity for Julv. | 
August and September ordering for 
next year's sprinf^ delivery. We I 
have found that the large park ' 
owners are extrcmclv co-operative | 
in this endeavor and are making' 
their intentions well known in ad- ■ 
Vance of desired tlelivery dales." j 

Some other comments follow: j 

"The best way to bu\' a ride is ; 
to see it in operation under operat- ; 
ing conditions, usuallv done only in ; 
the summer months.** 

"It is impossible to produce for 
deliveries over a two-month ' 
period," 



"\\Vrm-wMl!ier buvlng h»>pf to

"Imported ridei especially should 
b« bought earlier, to assuro East«r 
Initallation." 

Of prima concern with ride 
manufacturer! is reducing operat- 
ing accidents, and many companies 
lay the blama for accidents «i 
much on incompetent help as on 
any other reason. No matter how 
sturdily and safely a miit is engl- 
iwered. It is emphasi/etl, skilled 
labor is required to run it In order 
to proWda entertainment while 
safeguarding the well being of the 
riders. One manufacturer of a 
brand-new device was told, when 
he cautioned a carnival man about 
the unit's speed, that the operator 
had been rtmning the de\ice for 
five years and knew what he was 
doingi The ride only went into 
production In 1958. 

Care and courtesy on the part 
of help is one thing the industry i 
urges on park and carnival folksj 
since a satisfied patron is the best ; 
advertisemeitt for any midway, i 
Second in Importance is a neat. [ 



fUlhy outward appearance. Safely 
and maintenance are so predomi- 
nant In Importance that they 
should be second nature by now. 

Good help and courteous treat- 
ment will go a long way toward 
making this one of the most profit- 
able seasons for the ride business, 
and with the fortification of lea- 
tonal grosses, operatois can go into 
the next ride-buying period w ithout 
apprehension about 1959 price 
policies. Orders for new equipment 
were verv good over the w inter, 
the weather is breaking, and the 
season is about to begiti, bringing 
the industr>'s "moment of truth 
at hand.

(Thli Is the concluding part 
of an ncoount of European 
circufiCf, written by the Polack 
Bros. Cltcus publicity chief, 
Vfho visited 36 shows In Eu- 
rope Inst summer.)

Europe Is fiill of royal families 
of the circus. The Schunianns have 
a popularity that ^i^'als that of 
Denmark's real royalty, and their 
dynasty is assured perpetuation in 
the children of Albert and Max 
Schumann and their respective 
wives, Pauline ind VIvi. It was 
a bright occasion last spring when 
the 13-year-old princeling, Benny 
Schumann, made his circus debut 
m a tight-wire act with his glamor- 
ous Spanish-bom mother, Pauline. 

Krone Is the German word few- 
crown. A crown is the trade-mark 
of Cu-cuj Krone in Germany. This 
show, perhaps the most substiinti.'U 
ch-cus property in Europe, is the 
crown Frieda Sembach- Krone In- 
herited from her parents. In a 
role akin to that of royal consort Is 
her husband, Carl Sembach, ani- 
mal trainer turned circus executive, 
and their daughter. Chrijrtel, Is the 
heir apparent to the KrOT>e realm. 

The afternoon 1 law Circus 
Krone, Frieda had gone to visit 
Cd-cus Franz Althoff. 40 miles 
away. So Qirbrtel, besides making 
her own four appearances on the 
program, presented her mothers 
elephant art and even took over 
her father* big Libeily horse num- 
ber. 

The tame thing happened at 
Akhoff that night. While Franz 
was playing a return visit to Krone, 
his SO-year-old son. Harry, did his 
own considerable stunts plus the 
father's elephalhts and tlie 48- 
horse numbers. He, like Cluistrf, 
demonstrated the competence and 
responsibility of the younger gen- 
eration in the European circus I 
had seen in Circus Williams, where 
the vouthful protege, Cucnther 
Cebel- Williams, handled the ele- 
phants with the skill of a veteran 
and was teamed with Carla Bar- 
lay, a true member of the German 
circus Mtistocracy, to form a hand- 
some pair of high school riders. 

For a further look at the Altoffs. 
Franz Is one of seven children of 
Dominik Altoff. Franz's only 
brother, Adolph, runs a rival show 
called Circus Fredericke H,»gen- 
beck, and a sister, Jeanelte, is the 
wife of its artistic director. Hans 
Schroer. For the record, tliere is 
a Circtis Carl Altoff in Cermany 
whose owner Is only remotely re- 
lated to Franz. Two sisters, Sabine 
and Henriette, married partners 
known as the Lindner brothers, 
who spent many years in South 
Africa operating their own circus. 
Henriette's two \'onng children 
currently wwe doing a tight-wire 
act on Franz Altoff. A si.sier, 
Helene, Is the wife of Hans Koss- 
meyer, the past season on Cirku.s 
Scott in Sweden and forinerlv op- 
erator of Circus Appollo. Still an- 
other sister, Wilhelmina, Is the 
mother of a horse tminer with Cir- 
cus Busch-Berlin, billed as Franz 
Richard Althoff. 

A Woman's VN'orld 

It is Franz's eldest sister, Carola, 
v. ho has attained an eminence com- 
parable to that of Franz himself. 
She is the able director of Circus 
Williams, one of Cermany's big- 
gest. Her circus gets its name from 
her late husband, Harry Williams, 
tlie British horseman, who was 
killed a few years ago while prac- 
ticing Roman standing in Harrin- 
gay, London. 

There's also a Mrs. Williams who 
is prominent on the circus scene 
of Great Britain. K.ithieen Wil- 
liams runs the Blackpod Tower 
Circus, as well aj half ■ dozen 



other top-lMracket amusement enter- 
prises at the resort cHy of Black- 
pool. 

Margarete Krelser-Barum is di- 
rector of German Circus Banim, 
which obsened 1958 as iU 80th 
anniversary year. She directs the 
show's business affairs and the per- 
formance of its horses and ele- 
phants. When she enters the ring, 
her musicians double In strings so 
tlie conversation she carries on with 
her animals c&n he heard. 

A sister team heads Holland's 
Circus Strassburger. Elly surprised 
the circus w orld a year ago by mar- 
rying Harry Belli, him.self a for- 
mer circus operator and a trainer 
of wild animals. Elly Belli-Strass- 
biu-ger, as she is now billed, looked 
regal as she directed the maneu- 
vers of her horses. At one point, 
they wo\'e in Mid out among four 
tall baskets of flowers. "Tliey 
looked like real flowers," I told her 
afterward. "But. of course, they 
were real flowers," she retortetl. 
Elly and her sister, Regina, have 
been in control of the family cir- 
cus tince the death several years 
ago of Regina's husband, Karl 
Strassbur^Eer, who also was a 
oousin. There are other cousiiis. 
Adolphe Strassburger was handling 
the siiow'i four elephants and rid- 
ing high school. Young Vera acted 
as announcer and presented a dog 
act, while her father, Willi, was 
away with a string of Strassburger 
horses on Circus S.'irrasanl fn Ger- 
many. Meantime, Hans Strassbur- 
ger was wkh other horses on lease 
to Cirkus Scott in Sweden. 

Cirkns Scott, on« of the leading 
shm^'s of Scandinavia, has been 
directed by Kate Bronett since the 
death of her husband. Another ex- 
ample of youthful resj)onsibiIity, 
her son. Francois, is the 'regi" who 
runs the Scott performance. 

Or)eratk>n of Switzerland's Cir- 
cus Knie is shared by Elaine Knie 
and her brothers, Fredy and Rolf. 

All (n the Family 

Togni and circus are synonymou* 
in Italy. Of the three Italian shows 
bearing the name of Togni, I saw 
Circo Ferdinando Togni, where 
sons Willy, Bruno ana Knis and 
dauditer, Adrtana, all were bus^y 
involN-ed with the show. 

Leonida Casartelli, the youthf»d 
proprietor of Italian Circo Aurora, 
which I taw in Spain, Is married to 
a TognJ, has five children and. in 
the badcground, is a mother with 
the stately bearing of a queen 
mother. 

With Orlandi Orfei in command 
of Italian Circo Orfei, various 
youn^M* Orfels were active in that 
shows c(Miduct, and Paola, the 
family's patriarch, at 69, was start- 
ing a new family with a young 
wife. 

Oskar Hoppe, director of Cir- 
cus Busch - Berlin In Germany, 
beamed with parental pride at the 
performance of his eight-year- old 
son, Ossy, with a baby elephant 
and miniature pony. Another son, 
considerably older, was Jean .M- 
bert Hoppe, who had trained pigs 
and a classy dog act with Circus 
Sarrasani. 

This was the family line-up I 
found on Austrian Circus Reber-

Billy Smart, in a folksy program 
message to his patrons, boastedi 
**! expect yoiiTl have heard of my 
family. There are 10 children and 
22 grandchildren - I thinkl You 
know, tliere are so manv I some- 
tin>es get muddled myself! But all 
of them (except the toddlers, blesj 
'em!) have contributed something 
to this show." I found Billy's thre* 
sons handling well delegated ro- 
sponsibilities — Billy Jr., perform- 
ance; David, administration, and 
Ronnie, advance. 

An official publication of the 
Bertram Mills Circus said this <^ 
Cyril and Bernard Mills: "There Ij 
not a single Job— from hammering a 
stake to booking a top-class Con- 
tinental aot— that both brothers can- 
not, and do not, undertake." 

The high command of Chippw- 
field'f Circus consisted of Dick and 
John Chipperfield; their sister, 
Mariorie; ner husband, Jimmy 
Stockley, tran.sport manager, and 
a cousin, Robert H. S. Tliompson, 
general manager. 

Scattered Families 

Members of established circuj 
families pop up all o\er.

Hartzler's entry Into the busi- 
ness came as the result of a West- 
em vacation in 1923 which he 
took as a respite from hl'i eleclrical 
contracting uusiness in Indianola, 
la. He visited a numl>er of nninse- 
ment centers where crude systems 
were being used, most of them op- 
erated by telcplioiiB companies dial 
were anxious to tiini the business 
over to someone else. 

Launches Firm 

This rang a bell wifli Bill and 
upon his return liome he investi- 
gated, built himself a system and 
offered it to several Iowa county 
fairs. With a little salesmanship, a 
few were signed up. Some of the 
early accounts ser\ iced by the new 
firm were Iowa fairs at Independ- 
ence. Manchester and Monticello 
and the big rodeo at Sidney. 

Gradual but steady expansion 
followed. First it was fairs in States 
bordering low a. Then an ever- 
ereater area w as emb raced and 
during the years he added accounts. 
He provided the p.-a. sy.<itemx at 
State fairs in Iowa, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, Texas, Louisiana, Kansas,

both Dakotas, Montana, Idaho. Ne- 
braska, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi and Florida, ai well as in 
many other Western Slates and in 
Canada. 

At some fairs Bill provides just 
the grandstand sound s>'stem. one 
of -tne more difficult operations, 
due to the necessity to blend music 
with singing and talking voice:^. 
At others it Is n complete sound 
system that covered the entire fair- 
grounds. 

Minnesota State First 

Hartzler installed the first com- 
plete grounds tie-up at the Minne- 
sota Slate Fair w ith some 50 speak- 
ers in operation. His present layout

his growing Indianola television 
and appliance business has forced 
Hartzler to withdraw somewhat 
from the sound operations.

f)rovement of equipment and of 
ocal operators has prompted Bill 
to recommend to some fairs that 
tliey hire nearby operators. 

At the height of his career, how- 
e\ er. there wasn't any biMer op- 
erations in the outdoor field. One 
\ear Hartzler "played* 60 fairs in 
a 12-week season, had nine tnicks 
running over the roads and a crew| 
of over 20 e.vperts o.. the paxTolI. : 
Now with a tighter sound busi- 
ness. Bill is devoting more time to 
his hometown business, which in- 
cludes the sale and repair of TV 
and radio sets and appliances plus 
the installation of electrical sys- 
tems, j 
In looking back over the years, 
Bill says present-day sound equip- 
ment is a far cry from that used in 
the '20's. Biggest improvement has 
been in microphones and speakers. 
The old carbon and condenser t^-pe 
mikes have made way for present 
diaphram types. Latest innovation, 
however, is the remote unit that is 
particularly adaptable to outdoor 
show business. 

Uses No Wires 

Its actually a complete sending 
set concealed on a persoii. Without 
any wires the performer can roam 
arotmd a stage or arena and send 
his voice to the p.-a. system. It's 
then picked up, enriched and re- 
layed to the audience. Arthur God- 
frey, among others, has used this 
.system with good results at a num- , 
ber of horse shows in recent years. 

A Gi«at Host > 

Altho Bill's best known as a 
sound expert, there's a side of him 
that's little known— his talent as a 
host. In Indianola, his New Year's 
Eve parties are classics. One recent 
year he had a hole cut in the floor 
of his dining room. A rocket— a la 
Cape Canaveral— came shooting up 
at midnight and a ribbon -bedecked 
boy hopped out to usher in tlie new 
vear. On another occasion he had 
his guests picked up in an old- \ 
time patrol wagon— a Black Maria. 
He even had a harmless plastic, 
glass put into his picture window 
on one occasion and ha(! a man 
plunge thru it much to the sur- 
prise of his guests. A little dog and 
a Sputnik was another one that 
clicked big, he recalls. 

Bill was born and raised in 
Indianola where he has always 
lived with the exceptior of a few 
years In Des Moines. He attended 
Simpson College in Indianola where 
he graduated in 1915, He took a 
iob in the parts department of a 
Des Moines auto dealership. Tliree 
\ ears later he married his present 
wife, a girl whom he had known 
thruout his childhood in Indianola. 
In 1920 he opened a tire business, 
there and later an electrical bus!-, 
ness w hich he still operates. 

They have a daughter. Harriet,

They 
are not cheaper, but make it easy 
for girls and younger people to 
handle, and the operator is able 
to keep better inx'entory control. 

Officials of the Midland Pop- 
corn Company. Minneapolis, are 
more conservative price-wise. Tlwy 
belie^'e that rates will be from 10 
to 15 per cent below last year. 

A price dip of some 40 per cent 
is estimated oy Wyandot Popcorn 
Company, Marion, O. It's their 
contention that the abundant crop 
is the five-year c> clc a..d that con- 
sumption is increasing by 5 per 
cent each year. 

Seasoning Mixed 

Prices on seasoning are up and 
down due to short supplies in some 
types and adequate supplies in 
others. Coconut oil, which is not 
too plentiful, is some 20 per cent 
higher. Peantrt oil, whicli is plenli- 
ful, will probably move into tlie 
picture this year, prices heint; some 
6 to 10 per cent below 1958 levels.

Scoreboard 

INDIANAPOLIS — Patrons at 
the annual 500-mile Memorial Day 
anlo race here this \ear will be 
able to keep tracrk of the standings 
on what is probably one of the 
bigaesi scoreboaul' of its kind. 

The structure will be in the form 
of a tower, five feet square anii 73 
feet high, Tony Hulman, speed- 
way president, said. It will be 
located on the inside edge of the 
main straiglilaway of the 2''fe-milc 
oval, approximately halfway be- 
tween the starting line and the first 
turn. 

Each of the four sides of the 
tower will show the order in which 
the cars are ruiuiing as the race 
progresses, pins the average speed 
and number of laps completea by 
the leader. Every car in the start- 
ing lineup will be represented by a 
Foiu-sided lighted panel with num- 
bers 22 inches high. 

Tlilrty-three cubic yards of re- 
inforced concrete will form the 
foundation for the tower.

The scoreboard operator will 
work al an electrical control board 
and will be in constant communi- 
cation with timing and .scoring of- 
ficials and. as the drivers improve 
their positions during the race, 
tlieir car numbers will move higher 
on the board.

The Stephensons come on again 
with a dog act. On one side is 
Hugo Schmitt's group of an ele- 
phant, llama and zebra. On the 
other is Edward Ilcaly with ele- 
phant and pony. Schmitl has the 
elenhaut do a one-foot stand on j 
peaestal. The tlogs also showed 
some seasickness when it came to 
leaping onto ponies' backs. They 
also do baircl jumps, high dive and 
teetcrboard. .\ blazing fast wind- 
up has two dogs running one way 
on the ring curb and a third dog 
headed in the other direction. 
Without breaking stride they leap 
O'er one another. It's fast and 
good and pulls strong applause.

It ha.s the Sorianis, 
trampoline; Tony Durkin, foot jug- 
gling; Berosinis, Risley, and 
Bokaras, teeterboard. U'indup of 
the center-ring act, which does py- 
ramid and simultaneous tumbling, 
is a throwback to some of circus- 
dom's best years. One member, 
accompanied by an encouraging as- 
sistant, cartwheels around the dark- 
ened hippodrome track to drum- 
rolls. He holds undivided attention 
and wins solid applause. It hasn't 
been done here for many years and 
was a brand-new stunt to those at- 
tending. 

Harold Alzana stands apart 
among high wire acts, and his per- 
formances here are earning the 
hands expected of a strong ncxt-to- 
closing turn. Especially awesome 
is the sight of a nobbling aerialist, 
who has been involved in a motor 
mishap en route to New York, 
easing his way up the incline cable 
and performing the mambo. rope- 
skipping and other bits. The de- 
scent is likewise heart-stopping for 
those w'ho recall that it was that 
precise moment when he fell at 
the 1958 opening. 

"Drumbeats," the finale, is got- 
ten over with quickly. Drum ma- 
jorette Billie Mahoney leads the 
marching company, including part 
of the band, onto the floor, and 
acts line up at one side, facinfi the 
Zacchini double cannon netting.

If both can not ejt- 
hibrt on their nterits on the saina 
basis as the manufacturers, both 
should bo excluded. ... I should 
like to have this matter again re- 
ferred to the members for vote 
on two proj>osals only: To admit 
l>oth organizations or to exclude 
both.' 

"We repeat, we do not want to 
promote organizational squabbles. 
We respect the organizational affil- 
iations of our friends as we do 
their political and religious ones. 
. . . We are ready to believe that 
this action did npt represent the 
real wish of the ntamifacturers, 
who are working with their own 
competitors so that all skating ne- 
cessities may be displaved to all 
rink operators. We believe that 
in some instances the vote was the 
result of pressure tactics, as no 
intelligent Dusinessman would, ex- 
cept under strong pressure, delib- 
erately antagonize a substantial 
group of his customers. ...

To a busy world, the fact that 
the Federal Trade Commission or- 
ders a company to stop claiming 
that buyers of its vending machines 
Aie assured tremendous profits for 
a small investment is about the 
least breathless communique the 
FT(^ can issue. 

Yet the false advertising of these 
macliines can be tragic to its vic- 
tims inasmuch as the money it en- 
tices usually comes from slender 
and precious savings. This is the 
opiiiitin of l-TC investigators as- 
signed to the 14 cases in which 
the commission issued orders dur- 
iuji Ihe past 21 months. 

"Most of those duped are elderly 
people whose income must be 
slielched to («ver necessities," says 
Harry A. Babcock, FTC's executive 
director. "They welcome the idea 
of servicing vei ding machines be- 
cause they are told it requires only 
a feu' hours of work each day, and 
it is w ithin their physical capacity. 
rhe\- also are led to believe they 
will be able to cam sev ral hun- 
dred dollars a month on an in- 
vestment of two or three thousand 
dn|Iar.s. To them this would be a 
godsend. But tlicir hopes of such 
profits are soon shattered, and they 
find that their savings have gone 
for a sorry investment." 

FTC staffers point to a distinc- 
ti()n between the legitimate vend- 
ing machine business and the high- 
pressure schemes the commission 
lias attacked. Most of the legitimate 
nperation.s are carried out by m;uiu- 
facturers selling only to companies 
thoroly versed in the vending ma- 
cliitie business. The dubious ac- 
tivities are encountered when ma- 
chine makers address to individuals 
an advertisement that promises that 
a luiiiiumm of capital and work will 
produce fantastic profits. 

Mere are t\pical ads the FTC 
has ordered stopped: 

"^our net profits approximates 
100 per cent, and on some of our 
niacftines the net profit may be 200 
pet cent to 300 per cent!" 

"The safest, surest business on 
e.irlh. , , ." 



FTC Eyes Tar & 
Nicotine Derby' 
In Cigarette Ads 

\VASHINC;T0N — The Federal 
Trade Commission will keep close 
watch of what its chairman, John 
Gwynne. terms "The tar and nico- 
tine derby" in cigarette advertising. 

In testimony !>efore a House Ap- 
propriations Subcommittee, made 
public lust week (8), Chairman 
Gwynne said the Fl'C has met 
with people in the cigarette indus- 
try, medical profession and other 
groups tr>ing to set up a st:in(Lir;i 
for determining tar and nicotine 
content of cigarettes, and the ef- 
fectiveness of filters. 

No standard has as yet been de- 
termined. Difficulty, according lo 
Gwynne, is that "theie is no stand- 
ard test as there is a standard 36 
inches for a yard." 

Early last >ear FTC was labeled 
"weak and tardy" in efforts to end 
misleading filter ads. (The Bill- 
board, February 24. 19.58.) Charge 
was made by a House government 
operations subcommittee that stud- 
ied filter tip ciguicltes. and re- 
ported that the public "hai paid 
premium prices of I to 6 cents per 
pack for filter cigarettes for protec- 
tion they did not receiv e."

For Diversification 



CHICAGO — Tliree prime rea- 
sons for a nmsic operator branch- 
ing into mcrcliaiidisc vending were 
offered at the Monday evening (6) 
oi>en foium at the annual conven- 
tion of the Music Operalori of 
America. 

These reasons, cited by Hany 
Snodgrass-who w ith Lewis Ptacek 
•nd Harlan Wingrave comprised 
tlte panel— are the added income, 
the fac-t that the oi>eiator who han- 
dles all t> pes of equipment is more 
Important to the location, and the 
fact that if one ty pe of equipment 
flumps, the entire operation is af- 
fected to a lesser degree. 

Another important reason for the 
trend toward diversification is that 
the music operator who has other 
types of equipment is in a relative- 
ly good position in meeting com- 
petition from \ending operators 
who decide to operate music ma- 
chines. 

Whatever Is Profitable 

Willie Blatt. of Miami, who op- 
erates kiddie rides and merchan- 
dise venders as well as iuke boxes, 
iaid the operator should not try to 
limit himself, but that he should 
operate wha-tever will bring him 
In money. 

Accxwaing to Blatt, music ma- 
chine revenues are slipoing, and 
many operators would do well to 
branch into cigarettes on their |uke 
box locations.

Forum Ops Agree They Must Sell 
Locations on Themselves, Service

Small Business Group 
Pledges Aid to MOA 



Consensus Indicates This Selling 
Job Is Operators' Primary Need 



CHICAGO — Continued support 
to tlie Music Operators of America 
In its fiffht against mandatory pay- 
ment of performance rights royal- 
ties was pledged by Joseph D. 
Henderson of the American Asso- 
ciation of Small Business. 

Speaking at the MOA general 
meeting Tuesday (7), Henderson 
■aid that the automatic phonograph 
operators are almost a classic ex- 
ample of small business wlio help 
other small businesses— the loca- 
tions—to keep their heads above 
water. 

Henderson related a meeting 
«liieh took place between Iiimself 
and Rep. Emanuel Celler (D., 
N. Y.). The New York congress- 
man is the author of a bill which 
would require performance rights 
royalty payments by music machine 
operators. 

Meeting With Celler 

According to Henderson, Repre- 
•eiitative Celler's attitude toward 
Jnke box operators is a basically 
unfriendly one. He urged the op- 
erators to send a "blizzard of post- 
cards" to Representative Celler in 
an attempt to inform him that juke 
box operators are honest, hard- 
working businessmen, operating on 
relatix ely small profit margins, and 
that the imposition on additional 
royalty payments would endanger 
their livelihoods. 

Henderson suggested that op- 
erators devise a program whereby 
a portion of the profits of desig- 
nated machines would go to local 
■chools, other institutions and char* 



ities. He pointed out that such a 
program would drive home the 
point that the juke box operator is 
a productive member of the com- 
munity, and, as such, is interested 
in its welfare. 

Another suggestion made by 
Henderson was that operators are 
often remiss in cataloging their 
record selections, and that they 
could make the selection process 
easier for the patron by making 
better use of the programming 
categories a\ailable in tiie newer 
juke boxes. 



Current Danger 
On Copyright 
Laws Grave 



CHICAGO — Nick Alien, MOA 
counsel, told operators attending 
the Tuesday business session at the 
organ ization's annual convention 
here that the cuiTent danger re- 
garding the passage of legislation 
requiring music operators to pay 
performance royalties is now more 
grave than ever before. 

He told the operators that ■ re- 
cent meeting between committees 
of MOA and ASCAP was fruitless.

CHICAGO — Operators must 
sell themselves and their sen'ice to 
locations if they are to compete 
successfully. They must not only 
provide a ser\ ice which the loca- 
tion cannot attempt to duphcate 
alone, but they must continually 
make the location aware of its 
overwhelming advantages to him. 

These points were emphasized 
as the operator's principal oulwark 
against tne threat of direct sales to 
locations and distributor or opera- 
tor competition at a forum discus- 
sion Wednesday (8) moming at the 
MOA convention at the Morrison 
Hotel here. Discussion was led by 
panel members Frank Fabiano, of 
Buchanan, Mich.; Lou Casola, of 
Rockford, 111., and Tom Withrow, 
of Midland, Tex. 

T\\'0 operators— Desmond Fort- 
ner, of Carmi, III., and Joe Silla, 
of Oakland, Calif.— argued these 
points skillfully from the floor as 
the basic answers to competitive 
problems operators were facing in 
most areas. 



MOA Budgets $50,000 
For National PR Program 



CHICAGO — George Miller, 
president of the Music Operators 
of America, told MOA members 
that the oreanization will launch a 
national public relations proeram— 
with $50,000 budgeted for the ef- 
fort—in an attempt to counteract 
misleading newspaper storiei with 
the truth about the Industry and 
the men who make It uo. 

Speaking at the Tuesday (7) 
business lession of the MOA con- 
vention at the Hotel Morrison. 
Miller commended the actions of 
the McClellan Committee in expos- 
ing attempts of racketeers to in- 
filtrate the trade, and laid that 
MOA would expend every effort 
to drive out undesirables from the 
Industry. 

H« added that all MOA applica- 
Hon formi will require the appli- 



cant to state whether he has ever 
been convicted of a felony and 
whether he a Ivocates violent over- 
throw of the government. 

Backs Committee 

The convention unanimously 
passed a resolution backing the 
McCIellbn Committee, its chairman 
and its staff and offering the Senate 
group complete support. This reso- 
lution will be disser jiated to the 
daily press. Miller said. 

Miller pointed out that MOA 
membership has grov,D by 300 
since the last convention, with the 
booster membership also growing 
at a rapid pace. The booster mem- 
bership consists largely of locations, 
who Miller said would lend valu- 
able support In resisting attempts to 
remove the current exemption from 
copyright legislation. 



PR Man Tells 
Music Ops to 
Talk to Press 



CHICAGO — While the judg- 
ments made by the daily press in 
regard to the recent McClellan 
Committee hearings were unfair, 
the music operator is stuck with 
I them and it will be a long time 
I before the memory of these hear- 
ings is erased, according to Lyle 
Gumm, a Chicago public relations 
executive. 

Gumm told members of the Mu- 
sic Operators of America at the 
general business meeting here 
(Tuesday (7) that they never have 
\ told the newspapers the true story 
of the juke box business, and that 
if the papers had been in posses- 
sion of all the facts, their coverage 
would have been more balanced. 

He advised the operators never 
to refuse to talk with newspaper 
reporters adding that they snonld 
always have something to talk 
' about. 

Store Fronts 

On a more specific level, Gnmm 
said tliat operators ere often judged 
by the appearance of their build- 
ing. He advised them against 
^ blacking out store windows, as the 
public might make wild generali- 
zations to the effect that something 
sinister goes on behind those win- 
dows. 

Gumm also suggested that the 
MOA adopt a code of ethics and 
that members display this code on 
all of their music machines. He 
added that MOA membership 
should be regarded 9S a badge « 
honor. 



Declared Forlner: "We can't tie 
the hands of locations. We must 
give them a service freely and 
openly in the area of free competi- 
tion. We have to sell our custom- 
ers on our business, our service. 
We have to convince them that 
we're giving them a service they 
can't provide for themselves." 

Fortner told The Billboard after 
the session that he got back 10 
locations which had been sold juke 
boxes direct by "practicing what 
he preaches." 

Not Overnight 
He explained that he did not 
accomplish it "overnight," b\it that 
he kept visiting the stops which 
began operating their own ma- 
chines, offering to service and 
maintain the equipment— jobs they 
weren't prepared to handle. Takes 
gradually declined after they began 
operating theii- own and the repair, 
maintenance and programming jobs 
were more than they could cope 
with successfully. "The locations 
finally proved to them.selves that 
what I kept telling them was true 
and they were happy to have me 
back," he said. Joe Silla said that 
"the main thing is to gain the confi- 
dence of location owners by selling 
yourself continually." 

He explained that he lost 12 lo- 
cations which bought their own 
juke box and wound up with 15 
thru continual selling of the ad- 
vantage of his service- 
Max Hurvich, of Birmingham, 
Ala., also pointed out that opera- 
tors should stress the important ob- 
solescence factor in selling locations 
on his ser\ice. 

Declared Tom Withrow: *^Ve 
must justify our existence as opera- 
tors to gel machines into stops and 
end direct sales." 

Detroit Direct Sales 
Frank Fabiano told the group 
attending the session that in De- 
troit, between 1,200 and 1,500 lo- 
cations own their own machines as 
result of heavy direct sales activity 
there. Eddie Holstein, a Chicago 
operator, a.sked whether any of 
these were good stops, asserting 



that there is about 1,000 stops In 
Chicago which own their own 
equipment but which operators 
don't want because they are very 
poor, averaging only several dollari 
a week in takes. Fabiano answered 
that many of the location-owned 
stops in Detroit were good ones, 
certainly good enough for operators 
to operate in. 

'Operators must make it as im- 
comfortable as nossil)le for distrib- 
utors who sell locations juka 
boxes," one operator exclaimed 
from the floor. He explained thai 
altho distributors cannot by law 
refuse to sell anyone equipment, 
it is not right for them to actively 
solicit locations nor make it easy 
and convenient for locations to buy 
equipment. 

Several operators suggested they 
tell the manufacturer when one of 
their distributors sells a machina 
direct. 

Fault of Ops 

However, it was also agreed that 
in too many cases, operators hava 
only themselves to blame for Josing 
locations because of direct sales 
by not providing the equipment, 
sen-'ice and sales story necessary 
to keep the location satisfied. 

It was also agreed that contracts^ 
leases or "placement agreements 
are important in furnishing soma 
protection to operators on their 
equipment investment. It was ex-

'Perfectly Legitimate Business That Provides 
Entertainment'; Detroit in Spotlight 



WASHINGTON — Detroit was 
in th* spotlight u the Senate 
Select Committee on Improper 
Activitiei in the Labor or Manage- 
ment Field resumed hearing testi- 
mony last week (7-9). 

Committee Chairman John Mc- 
Clellan, in his opening statement, 
declared "the stage was originally 
•et by a group of employers who 
wanted to bar outside competition. 
This they found could most effec- 
tively be done by collusion with a 
union. Tlie racketeers, faced with 
this challenge, the proof will show, 
fuocessfully infiltrated and as- 
iumed control of major portions of 
both ends of the business." 

Senator McClellan expressed 
concern over the apprehension be- 
ing felt by many operators and 
manufacturers became of the 
probe. He added that the juke box 
business is a "perfectly legitimate 
business that provides entertain- 
ment," and that there is "nothing 
Inherently wrong" with it. It can, 
however, he said, be an "avenue 
used by certain elements to de- 
•troy legitimate businesses." 

Testimony 
Joseph Brilliant, former operator, 
distributor and association presi- 
dent, testified that an association 
had been formed to combat "whip 
companies" which planned to mo- 
nopolize location placement. He 
declared that alarmed Detroit op- 
erators met with Ohio operators 
•nd learned of a strong Cfeveland 
association. Subsequently, con. 
tacted was William Presser, union 

tuke local official in Cleveland and 
M Dixon, operator. According to 
Brilliant, Presser wanted $5,000 for 
information on how to organize; 
the payment of which Presser de 
Dies. "Know-how" was used to set 
up Local 23814 Music Mainte 
nance Workers, AFL, with Eugene 
C. Jimmy James as president. Tes- 
timony indicated that arrangements 
were satisfactory at the start, but 
that soon James was a partner in a

•llegedly placed wives of Team- 
•ter officials James Hoffa and 
Brennan on the association pay.

Ops Divide on Tax 
Guide for Members 

Forum Session Reveals That Fairest 
Rates Are Set by Informed Assessors 



CHICAGO — Operators attend- 
ing a fonim disciission on taxes and 
licenses at the MOA convention 
last week were divided on whether 
the association should work to 
establish a national guide on 
personal property tax rates for juke 
boxes. A show of hands revealed 
that slightly more fa\ored the move 
than disapproved. (Editor's Note: 
In all likelihood, MO.A would first 
sound out all memliers before pro- 
ceeding with work on such a 
guide.) The forum was held 
Wednesday (8) morning. 

The fonim discassion, which en- 
joyed vigorous participation by a 
large number of^ the estimated at- 
tendance of 75 operators, estab- 
lished that: 

• Assessors are hungry for Infor- 
mation on setting rates on personal 
property tax assessments tor juke 
boxes. 

• Operators ire most able to 
provide assessors with the infor- 
mation that will enable them to set 
fair and equitable rates. 

Self-Assessments 

• The experience of operators 
who have helped assessors set rates, 
even thru "self-assessing svstems," 
suggests tliat operators are best ad- 
vised ta work closely with assessors 
in helping them set rates. 

• Unfair and inequitable per- 
sonal property taxes on juke boxes 
most often are administered bv 
as.sessors who are poorlv informed 
about proper equipment valuation. 

• A lack of information about, 
and sometimes a suspicion of, the 
juke box business too often results 
in discriminatory taxes. 

• MOA may well be able to play 
an important role in helping oper- 
ators provide information, such as 
a guide for .netting personal prop- 
erty taxes, altho each tax problem 
must be solved locally to the 
as.ses.sor's satisfaction.

CHICAGO — The Auto-Photo 
Compaiiy, Los Angeles, last week 
displayed for the first tinia the 
Record-a-\'oice, a new voice- 
recording boot}\ featuring a tape- 
to-recortf operation. Scene was the 
Music Operators of America show 
here. 

The patron speaks for one min- 
ute inside the uooth and gets an 
audio playback of his voice from 
the tape for a dime. By Inserting a 
quarter as an additional coin, trie 
rendition is recorded from the 
magnetic tape onto a disk. Patron 
adds a ouarter For each additional 
copy dislc desired. 

The new model has the ad\ an- 
tage of clearer playback with less 
background noise, and its flexibility 
permits patron to audition for a 
dime, cut a disk for a quarter and 
make as many copies as he cares 
to. Tiie previous Auto-Photo model, 
a non-tape machine, cut directly 
onto a disk. 

Ten models are currently out on 
test locations, according to the 
company, with soma minor changes 



scheduled before regular produo- 
tion begins. However, the machine 
is expected to go into regular pro- 
duction and distribution within six 
months. Production is pegged at 
about 50 units per year. 

Auto-Piioto's voice recorders and 
coin-operated photo machine 
booths are widely used in Arcadec 
and amusement establishments, ai 
well as in many other t\'pes of com- 
mercial locations thruout lh« 
countrv.

Bel! rings whenever 
piaxer squeezes trigger with gun 
on target. Score- are racked up au- 
tomatically on '»l ass -en closed score 
wheel with needle indicator. The 
entire unit measures 24 by 19 
inches and is about 5 feet 4 inches 
high. 

The gun, listed at $345, is in 
production and being readied for 
shipment. It's designed especially 
for use at Arcades, Kiddielands and 
nipermarkets and is set for dime 
operation.

NEW YORK — The Coney 
Island Chamber of Commerce has 
taken a strong stand against the 
proposed ci^' tax on amusement 
games. William A. Nicholson, 
executive secretary of the groui 
pointed out that tliese taxes woul 
seriously hurt arcade operations in 
the area. 

Nicholson said that "some of 
these arcades in Coney Island 
and Rockaway have coin-operated 
machines that number in the hun- 
dretli. All of these machines are 
strictly for amusement, and the 
concessions are patronized by the 
youngsters under the strictest of su- 
pei-\ision. 

"A 200-machlne arcade pres- 
ently pays A |10 Federal excise 



tax on each machine per year. Add 
to this $2000 present city common 
show and attendant licenses, and 
the total bec-omes $2,750. 

"We know and can prove tliat 
these Coney Island operations are 

firesenlly barely keeping their 
i^ads above water. We further 
know that an additional $5,000 
city tax, as co\ered by contem- 
plated legislation of $25 per ma- 
chine per year, will most certainly 
put them out of business." 

In a letter to the cky council, 
Nicholson presented these argu- 
ments, pointing out that "the sin- 
gling out of this small segment of 
the amusement industry for addi- 
tional baxei k Lmfalr."

plained that a written contract or 
agreement has the additional ad- 
vantage of earning respect for tlie 
operator and the psycliological ad- 
vantage of impressing on the loca- 
tion owner the business-like stand- 
ards set by the operator. 

However, all participants in the 
discussion except one agreed that 
even if an operator docs hiue a 
written contract which he can sue- i 
ccssfully sue on in court, relations 
bet\veen liim and the location after 
such a suit are so bad that it often 
is not worth while for the operator 
to keep the stop. It was pointed 
out that usually such an operator 
can trade this stop for another op- 
erator's. 

George Miller told the group 
from the floor that the California 
Music Merchants Association has 
sued on its leases in seven cases 
and hiis won six of ihem.

f»erformance rights, proposed legis- 
ation would al.so require increased 
mechanical royalties. He added 
that such a bill was actually re- 
ported out of committee— but too 
late for passage. 

According to Allen. House hear- 
ings on copyright legislation will 
take place in a month, but Senate 
action is not known. 

Allen warned the operators not 
lo depend wholly on action at the 
national level to defeat the pro- 
posed legislation. He pointed out 
that legi-slative battles are won or 
lost at the local levels, and urged 
operator-s to make their stand clear 
to their local representatives. 

He said that unless near com- 
plete co-operation from operators is 
forthcoming, the passage of legisla- 
tion requiring the payment of per- 
formance royalties and boosting 
mechanical royalties is imminent.

Snodgrass added th.it he is mak- 
ing a profit on music— pro rating 
administrative exiwnses and figur- 
ing his own salary— but that the 
profit is less than 6 per cent on hl.s 
investment.

Why Drop 

Actually, die reasoni for a drop 
in operator attendance at thk 
year's show are not hard to find. 
A main one is that April U rlglit in 
the middle of income tax prepara- 
tion for large numbers, a fact veri- 
fied by a number of operators who 
did attend. 

A second principal reason is the 
effect of bad publicty resulting 
from newspaper coverage of the 
Senate rackets committee. Many 
apparently were reluctant to at- 
tend a convention which might 
: spur more publicity. It was ap 
I parent that operator attendance 
from many sections of the country 
had dropped. Attendance in the 
number of operators from Ohio, 
Illinois and Wisconsin, for ex- 
ample, appeared to have nose- 
dived. A third explanation some 
tradesters suggest is that following 
a poor winter, some operators are 
reluctant to spend the money. 

Next year, the convention wiJl 
again be held in May, the tradi- 
tional time, and the one which 
apparently suits most operators 
better since income tax preparation 
is over by then. 

Vending Exhibits 

In addition, MOA will make a 
special dri\e to attract vending ex- 
hibitors to succeeding conventions. 
According to association officials, 
vending companies exhibiting tliis 
year expressed satisfaction in busi- 
ness and interest aroused. And at 
least several amusement machine 
exhibitors who showed new prod- 
ucts this vear indicated that they 
did record business. One pointed 
out to this WTiter tliat he did "10 
times" the business this year than 
any year previous. 

Miller also announced to The 
Billboard that he had named a 
three-man public relations commit- 
tee to «'ork with music machine 
manufacturers. They are Clint 
Pierce, Brodliead, Wis.; Lou Caso- 
la, Rockford, IH., and Les Mon- 
tooth, Peoria, III. 

Board Chairman 

He also announced that the 
board of directors approved a 
change in the bylaws calling for 
the election by directors of a ^air- 
man of tlie board. The oliange 
will be submitted to the member- 
ship and the first chairman will be 
elected at next year's board meet- 
ing. 

Miller will continue to ser\'e as 
president and managing director of 
MOA at a "substantial increase" in 
salar>' voted unanimously by the 
board. He made it clear he was in 
full accord with the naming of a 
board chairman, as he was witii 
other decisions reached at tlie 
board meet— some of which he in- 
troduced. Details of the duties of 
board chairman were not available , 
at press time, but it was assumed 
that the new elective post would 
lift some of the policy and adminis- 
trative load from Miller, a fact 
which would enable him to de\-ote 
more time to MOA's expanding 
activities in providing more service 
for operators. 

Also discus.'ied at the board meet 
lust week was a new convention 
site for next year. Miami Beach 
was specifically mentioned, but no 
decision has yet been reached. 
Miller planned to leave Chicago 
Monday (13) evening for Oakland, 
Calif. He then plans to leave on a 
trip shortly thereafter for Florida, 
Washington, D. C, and New York 
City. He expects to be in New 
York the first week in May.
